HAIFA MUSEUM GETS ASTROLABE

NE of oivilization’s oldest 
scientific instruments, an

It remains for a modern 
Jewish marine historian to 
rediscover the part our le 
played in the evolution of 
navigation. The exhibition of 
the Haifa astrolabe, acquired 
by chance may well be the 


elevation of heavenly 
bodies, has been acquired by 
Haifa’'s Maritime Museum 
The astrotabe is a wood or 
metal disc in this case, se- | 
ven centimetres in diameter —
